Victimization has become an jndustry 
in America. The talk shows parade 
people who have suffered every kind of 
tragedy imaginable, exploiting their pain 
for ratings. Sherri Scott-Novoa, a Colum- 


bus-based motivational Speaker and a 


phenomenal woman, doesn't consider 
herself a victim. She's a survivor 

Like many African American women 
Scott-Novoa has suffered abuse at the 
hands of male relatives. On top of all her 
childhood trauma, Scott-Novoa was at- 
tacked by a gang at age 16, in 1985. The 
gang members bludgeoned her with 
brass knuckles as she was coming off a 
school bus. After the brutal attack, "They 
left me for dead," she said. 

Instead of becoming fearful of the 
world or seeking revenge, Scott-Novoa 
squght'to find the reason why. Why were 
these young men capable of such hatred 
and violence? Scott-Novoa was able to 
get in contact with the members of the 
gang and found outthat most of them had 
been abused as children. She related her 
own childhood.abuse to them. As a 
result, two of the members dropped out 
of the gang and went back to school. One

But a Columbus attorney is being con- 
sidered to replace the longtime federal 
judge -- although he faces some tough 
competition in the state's former attorney 
general. .

At the same time, it has been rumored 
that former Ohio Attorney General Lee 
Fisher has also expressed a strong inter- 
est in the post. Fisher was not available 
for comment. 

Cole believed that he would be a 
strong candidate for the . “| believe 
to serve the 
federal judiciary and the public in this 
position," Cole said. "| believe’ have the 
background and qualifications to serve at 
the highest level." Cole, 43, has spent 
most of his career with the Vorys law firm. 


However, Cole, a graduate of Yale Law 
School,also. spent two years as a trial 
attorney with the U.S. Department of Jus- 
tice and six years as judge on the U.S 
Bankruptcy Court 

Cole has gained support for the post 
from Cong. Louis Stokes, the dean of 
Ohio's Democratic legislative delegation 
Columbus State Rep. Otto Beatty ex-

The “Trial of the Century” is finally 
under way.

The first witness called to the stand 
was a 911 operator who testified about 
a domestic violence incident between 
O.J. and Nicole Simpson in 1989. The 
operator recounted Nicole's frantic call 
saying she heard her being slapped, 
apparently by O.J 

Some of the most damning tes- 
timony against Simpson came from his 
own friend, ex-police officer Ron Shipp. 
Simpson and Shipp have been frends 
for 26 years.. Shipp also happens to be 
defense lawyer Johnnie Cochran Jr.'s 
cousin. 

Shipp testified on Wednesday, Feb 
1, that the day after the murder of 
Simpson's ex-wife Nicole and her friend 
Ron Goldman, on June 13,, 1994, 
Simpson admitted that he had dreams

Citing the achievements of Black 
college graduates, AAUP's Com- 
mittee on Historically Black Institu- 
tions and the Status of Minorities in 
the Profession urges continued 
support for HBCUs, particularly in 
the wake of the Supreme Court 
decision in the Fordice desegrega- 
tion case and the ongoing legal con- 
troversy. 2 

Some states have taken the

vestiges of segregation as a call to 
eliminate Black colleges, argues 
Gloria A. Mixon, chair of the AAUP 
Committee, Measures have in- 
cluded attempts to close some 
publi¢ Black colleges and merge 
others into white counterpart institu 


tions. These actions may jeopard- 
ize the future and even the exist- 
ence of HBCUs, the committee 
stated 

"If these schools are merged, it 
will be Black colleges merged into 
white ones and not the other way 
around," says Mixon, who is a 
protessor of education at Clark At- 
lanta University. "We would go back 
to being guests in a strange house.“ 

“The immediate major impact of 
the Supreme Court decision will be 
or the public-institutions,-but-we. 
argue that anything that wilr* 
diminish any of the institutions 
diminishes all of them," states 
Mixon. “It diminishes the total im- 
pact of Black institutions.“* 

The committee cited the role 
played by these colleges in produc- 
ing a large share of Black graduates 
inf several fields. In 1990, for ex- 
ample, HBCUs awarded 44 percent 
of all bachelor's degrees conterred 
on African Americans in the scien- 
ces, 41 percent of all math degrees; 
38 percent of all computer and life 
science degrees, and 25 percent of 
érigineering degrees, 

The bottom line is that we 
graduate people into the protes- 
sional ranks, including the scien- 
ces," Mixon says. " Us have 
produced more Black graduates 
than all of the other colleges. We 
are doing the job that all of the other 
schools, even with their opendoors, 
have not done.”

New Senate Majority 
leader Bob Dole of Kansas scored 
30 percent. The average score for 
new Senate Chairs is 36 percent.

Medical College in Nashville, to replace the 
controversial Dr. Joycelyn Elders as the Surgeon 
General of the United States was unquestionably an 
act of courage on the.president's part. 

Foster's selection is certainly not a reach: in a 
distinguished career, Dr. Foster, a Black man who 
graduated from the University of Arkansas medical 
school, has been a practicing physician and a teacher 
of physicians, as well as an advocate on behalf of 
youth. Foster founded a program in Nashville which 
had been successful in curbing teenaged pregnancies.

His record has caused 
him to be dubbed “Elders lite” by the right-wing op- 
ponents who helped scuttle Elders’ service, 

President Clintog has urged the U.S. Senate, now 
controlled by Republicans, to move with restraint and 
fairness on the Foster nomination.

Cole excellent choice 


resident Clinton has a difficult choice to face in 
the upcoming months. He will be losing from 
the U.S, Sixth District Court of Appeals one of 
its ablest and most influential members, Judge 
Nathaniel Jones, 
Jones, who is taking senior status in May, has been 
a legal trailblazer even before his appointment to the 
court of appeals by- President Jimmy Carter. Jones 
served for many years as head of the NAACP’s Legal 
Defense Fund -- the position formerly held by Thurgood 
Marshall -- and was one of the leading litigators in the 
civil rights arena before his elevation to the appeals 
court bench 
Now,-Jones, along with Damon Keith of Detroit, 
Mich., another leader in the civil rights community, are 
both taking senior status, That would leave this influen- 
tial Gourt=- Which reviews the decisions of district court ~ 
judges in states including Ohio and Michigan -- without 
any Black representation 
Fortunately, in Ohio, an excellent candidate has 
expressed an interest in the position. Columbus attor- 
ney R. Guy Cole, a partner with the law firm of Vorys, 
Sater, Seymour and Pease, is considered one of the 
top. candidates to replace Jones. Cole has the backing 
of Cong. Louis Stokes of Cleveland, and other Black 
elected officials, 
But Cole does not only bring to the post strong 
political support; he brings an excellent record of ac- 
complishment in the legal community. 


Cole, a Yale Law School graduate, has been an 
attorney with the U.S. Department of Justice, and 
served six years as a judge in the United States 
Bankruptcy Court in Columbus. 

Another candidate who has been mentioned for the 
post is former Ohio attorney general Lee Fisher, Fisher 
has been influential in the Clinton administration, 
having served as co-chair of the president's 1992 
campaign in Ohio. While Fisher has been a friend of 
the Black community, we believe that the skills and 
background of Cole better prepares him to serve as an 
appeals court judge 

President Clinton has made as a priority the im- 
provement of the diversity of the federal bench, which 
was devastated by 12 years of Reagan-Bush appoint- 
ments. Indeed, one must go back to the late 1970s, 
when Jones was appointed, to find a Black who has 
been named to the sixth circuit court of appeals in Ohio. 
And only one Columbus Black -- former district court 
judge Robert M. Duncan -- has ever been named to the 
federal judiciary in Ohio, and that was 20 years ago.

It is a genteel struggle, without the 
elbowing and public arm-twisting of a 
previous battle -- as befits the exalted 
position for which the combatants are 
striving. But if you think there's not a 
battle for the mantle to replace U.S. 
sixth circuit court of appeals court 
judge Nathaniel Jones, then think 
again. : 

In one corner, there is R. Guy 
Cole, a Columbus attorney and 
former U.S, bankruptcy court judge 
who has garnered the support from Ohio's Black con- 
gressman, Lou Stokes, and other Black political 
leaders. 

In the other corner is apparently Lee Fisher, the 
former Ohio Attorney General, who was an early Back- 
er-of Bill Clinton, and served as the co-chair of his 
presidential campaign in Ohio. Fisher has been. men- 
tioned as a candidate, although there has been no 
formal confirmation of that as this was written, 

The battle is one about ambitidn combined with 
tace, larded over with politics with a dash of confir- 
mability on the side, And it is a battle that is being 
played out with the memories of past struggles very 
much jn evidence, and amid questions of how the 
selection of these judicial posts will affect the 1996 
electoral.campaign. . 

And the parameters of the battle do not merely 
encompass the sixth district seat: the issues of race, 
politics and power are being seen in a U.S. District 
Court seat, in which the wife of prominent Democratic 
attorney (and big campaign contributor) Stanley Ches- 
ley is in the running for a federal district court seat 
which is also being sought by Franklin County 
Municipal Court Judge Janet Jackson. 

One thing is certain: whoever replaces Nathaniel 
Jones, who will be taking senior status in May, will “fill 
the shoes of a giant,” as one observer noted. Jones, 
originally from Youngstown, made his reputation as 
one of the great civil rights attorneys of the 1960s and 
early 1970s, taking the mantle of leadership of a num- 
ber of civil rights and School desegregation cases from 
his mentor, Thurgood Marshall. He came to the federal 
bench from a distinguished career as the NAACP's 
chief legal counsel. 

These positions -- and a similar one in Michigan, 
where another Black legal giant on the sixth circuit 
courtof appeals; Damon Keith; is also assuming senior 
status -- may represent the last opportunity for Clinton 
to stamp his mark of diversity on the federal appeals 
court bench in this district. 

The reasons are simple: age and politics, Most of 
the judges on the sixth circuit are younger, and were 
appointed by Presidents Reagan and Bush as part of 
aconcerted strategy to make a long-term conservative 
imprint on the federal judiciary. At the same time, 
Republicans may be prepared to emulate their 
Democratic adversaries, who held up 132 judicial 
nominations for most of the last 18 months of Bush's 
presidency. Thus, President Clinton -- who is in such 
trouble for re-election that the Republicans smell blood 
-- will probably have to make nominations during 1995 
in order to have a Republican-controlled senate ap- 
prove them.

For Clinton, the potential controversy surrounding 
these appointments would not be an Ohio.first. The 
Black Elected Democrats of Ohio, and Cong. Louis 
Stokes, expressed dnger in the first year of Clinton's 
administration when a Black judicial candidate backed 
by the organization, Cuyahoga County Prosecutor 
Stephanie Tubbs-Jones, was passed over in favor of 
former Cleveland State University law school official 
Solomon Oliver, P 

Ohio's Black political leaders have also expressed 
some disappointment with Clinton in the way of ap- 
pointments: Oliver was the only high-ranking Black 
Ohioan appointed to any position of substance during 
the first two Clinton years. . 

Vernon Sykes, the Akron legislator who as president 
of BEDO Ied the challenge to the president's previous 
judicial nominations, noted that the departure of Jones 
eaves “a vacuum -- a gaping hole“ on the federal 
bench. - 

But to him, the issue of replacement was larger than 
Cole, Fisher, or even Jones. 

“It's the makeup of the court, whetber it's. repre- 
sentative" of the community, that's important, Sykes 
asserted.

Atthe same time, Beatty recognizes that the political 
climate has changed significantly since the Democrats 
held_all the federal political.cards just two short years 
ago. ; 

“Right now, with all the Republicans in control, | 
don't know how sensitive Clinton's going to be to (the 
issue of diversity in the bench)," Beatty said. 

Of course, the battles over judicial appointments will 
cast a shadow over the 1996 elections -- and could be 
a part of the debate within the Clinton camp on how

souple of pieces of art. However, | 
nad hever had the type of exposure 
‘0 literature, art or plays that the 
King Arts Complex introduced. Not 


only did | grow and learn to ap- 
preciate the beauty of our authors, 
scholars and painters, but | also 
learned to better appreciate all 
aspect of the humanities 


Clearly, the intense association 
with Black writers and artists made 
a Significant difference in my life. It 
also made me acutely aware when 
a segment of society is isolated and 
not given the opportunity to be in- 
cluded in our overall history we all 
lose., The history, literature and art 
of African-Americans are some of 
the subjects that people need to 
become familiar with in order to fully 
appreciate. Exposure is the first 
step onthe path to people progress- 
ing together. Too many of us know 
too. little about each_other. How 
often do we encounter art from a 
different culture that we fall in love 
with on our first view? It usually 
takes us a while to understand the 
piece: and its history. Unless we 
take it upon ourselves to become 
exposed to other cultures we pass 
through this world seeing only what 
is put before us. 


Someone once said we are what 
we eat. For most Americans our diet 
consists of meat and potatoes. We 
fight any attempts to change the 
recipe we have grown comfortable 
with. Most of us have to.be tricked 
into trying something new or dif- 
ferent.

Our reluctance to change is not 
limited to the humanities. lf we 
change the channel to politics we 
find the same blind devotion to that 
we know and are comfortable.

male rea. anti-suffrage 
groups, and the powerful liquor industry. 


After the turn of the century, the intense 
struggle split the movement into an- 


tagonistic factions. One group chose per- 
suasion and education -- the other con- 
frontation and civil disobedience. 

The quest for the vote cut across race, 
class, and sex to include society leaders 
and former slaves, union workers and 
professional women, educated and un- 
educated women, and a growing number 
of men. Inthe movement's earliest years, 
speakers including teacher Susan B. An- 
thony and abolitionist Sojourner Truth 
traveled alone form town to town to speak 
about woman suffrage. "Ifthe first woman 
God ever made was able to turn the 
whole word upside down, then all these 
women together out to be able to get It 
right side up again,” said Truth, 

The struggle turned out to be far more 
arduous than the early leaders an- 
ticipated. Susan B. Anthony gave her life 
to the cause -- without success, Other 
pioneers were forced to hand over the 
reins of battle to their daughters, their 
granddaughters and in some Cases their 
great-granddaughters. Even then victory 
was far from certain. 

“In 1920, with the ratification of the 
Nineteenth Amendment, the struggle 
was finally won. "One Woman, One Vote" 
ituminates the alliances, the infighting, 
betrayals and defeats, that paved the 
way for victory in the battle for women's 
voting rights

playing the game," says Taylor. "Some 
play for the glory, the recognition.” 

One character is an ex-professional 
basketball player, one is an ex-college 
player and one is a young, aspiring 
player.

Foreman compared the play to the 
movie “Hoop Dreams," which documents 
the ambitions of two young men trying to 
make it big in the world of sports. "Gym 
Rats* spells out the options young Black 
men have beyond being sports 
celebrities. “What happens when you 
can't play any more?" says Fore:nan. 


Taylor is a native of South Carolina but 
lived in New York for nearly 15 years, She 
now resides in Iva, S.C., in the northwest 
part of the state. Taylor started out as a 
stage manger for the Negro Ensemble 
Company’ in New York, She came to 
Columbus to direct "Gym Rats" at the 
request of Foreman, whom she met 
through Steve Carter, a mutual friend. 

Taylor believes it is hecoming increas- 
ingly difficult to get plays produced and 
presented to audiences, “It's getting 
more and more expensive to produce 
plays. The funding has been drying up," 
she says. Taylor related that the National 
Endowment Fund, which provides grants 
to up-and-coming playwrights and ar- 
tists, is in grave danger of being slashed 


by the new Republican-controlied Con- 
gress. 

Because of smailer theatrical venues 
having to tighten their belts, opportunities 
for unestablished artists and minorities 
are quickly shrinking, says Taylor. "The 
opportunities are less and less for African 
Americans in theater,” she says. “It's un- 
fortunate but that's the way it is."

Studies 
show that you should stretch three 
to seven days a week to increase 
flexibility. For maintaining flexibility

The process to become a foster, 
or adoptive parent is not as difficult 
as many people think. Foster 
parents must be at least 21 years 
old, have a stable income, have 
space for additional children and be 
in good health, Adoptive parents 
must be at least 21 years of age; 25 
years old if single, be self-support- 
ing and be in good health. All foster 
and adoptive parents complete the 
agency's training and preparation 
course as part of the application 
process. 


Once licensed, foster parents 
provide temporary care for children 
who cannot safely live with their 
own families. While children are in 
foster care placement their birth 
families, the agency and the foster 
family work to help solve the 
problems that disrupted the family. 

Foster families are needed for 
children of all ages. Amajority of the 
children who need foster care 
placement today are birth to five 
years of age, part of a brother sister 
group or have special needs, There 
are also lots of teenagers and 
adolescents waiting for temporary 
foster families. 


When the problems that dis- 
rupted the birth family cannot be 
resolved, the child may become 
available for adoption. The children 
who -wait longest for permanent 
adoptive families are typically white 
children over age 10, African- 
American children of varying ages 
and children with very special 
needs and challenges

According to Johnson, the num- 
ber of people living with HIV at 
American colleges and univer- 
sities is growing at a fast rate in 
comparison to other segments of 
the population; and students still 
perceive AIDS as a gay disease by 
students. She reports that one in 
every 250 students is a potential 
HIV carrier. 

On loan from the National AIDS 
Fund until August, Johnson is 
working with Wright State's Peer 2 
Peer office, training the staff by 
passing on her knowledge as a 
Red Cross certified HIV/AIDS 
health educator, The goal is for the 
staff, in turn, to increase the 
spread of thal knowledge through 
student health education.

Helping Black America is good for corporate earnings

It is common knowledge that the 
African American intelligentsia is 
hated by the economic depressed 
Blacks, a scenario that is tan- 
tamount to sacial suicide if you 
believe the old adage, "Kill the head 
and the body will die." Thus Black 
History Month also must be a time 
to share findings that quell the cur- 
rent class schism in the African 
American community. 

An unwritten rule for Mainstream 
Atrican Americans is, “Your career 
will be capped if you are caught 
publicly providing leadership to the 
Black Uinderctass. You must show 
you afe a corporate clone at all 
limes -- a de facto "boys toys” to 
succeed in Mainstream America.”

But all of the disdain for the 
African American Talented Tenth 
need nor exist with a little backbone 
to show their corporations that help- 
ing the African American com- 
munity is good for corporate 
earnings. 

In January, 1995, my wife and | 
attended an awards breakfast in 


Baltimore, Maryland sponsored by 
the Fullwood Foundation where 
1990 people showed up on a Satur- 
day morning. Corporate Gold Spon- 
sors were Anheuser-Busch 
Companies, KFC, Pepsi-Cola 
Company, and NationsBank. Two 
co-hosts (commentators from. 
WMAR TV news) joked about 
straining to see each other from 
their lecterns at the ends of the 
huge head table with 54 members. 
he driving force behind this 
foundation is Harlow and Elnora 
Fullwood, and African American 
husband and wife team, who 
worked their way up from poverty by 
owning three KFC franchises. They 
are on a daily mission to spread the 
gospel of sharing and caring. 

My wife Gwynelle and | felt great 
pride as the program got underway 
and it was clear that things would 
move along to according to 
schedule. The President of the KFC 
corporation gave Harlow their 
highest award, thus making it clear 
that Corporate America will reward 
the African American Talented 
Tenth for positive actions that in- 
crease corporate good-will 


On the other hand, many 
everyday African American people 
filled the huge Martin's West dining 
room. The fact this breakfast grew 
from 100 attenders to 1900 in seven 
years showed what the Baltimore 
African American community thinks 
of the Fullwoods. But it also sig- 
nalled that the Fullwoods had a 
respect recipe sorely needed by the 
African American Talented Tenth. 

lasked Harlow to explain why he 
was. loved by. everyday African 
Americans. he says he firmly 
believes in sharing the good fortune 
that has come his way with people 
in the neighborhood. =r 


Harlow’s feelings gp sharing and 
caring radiate like a religious con- 
viction, so | wondered how they 
started. He says it’started when he 
was in high school in Ashville, NC, 
and he didn't own a coat. His high 
school football.coach got him a coat 
on his account but made him work 
for it. This coach encouraged him to 
go to Virginia Union University

Malcolm X, born Malcolm Little 
on May 19, 1925, in Omaha, Neb., 
was the fourth of eight children of 
Earl and Louise Little, White 
klansmen ran Malcolm and his 
family out of Nebraska, and they 
settled in Lansing, Mich., where 
Malcolm. spent. his. early 
childhood. Klansmen in Michigan 
burned the Little's home and beat 
Malcolm's father, Earl Little, to 
death and left him under the 
wheels of a streetcar, Malcolm, by 
the time he was 6, knew the cause 
of his father's death was due to 
white racists. He then began to 
dislike all white people. 

Although Malcolm possessed 
an above average intelligence and 
was an apt student, he dropped 
out of school after the eighth grade 
and ran away to Boston, and later 
to Harlem, New York, There, at 
age 15, he began a life of crime. 
“Detroit Red" or "Big Red," as he 
was called, melted into the under- 
world of numbers, drugs, con- 
fidence games and stealing. 
Malcolm was soon to prison to 
serve an eight to 10 year sentence 
in Massachusetts for burglary. 


Harlow also says he received a 
great deal of help getting his busi- 
ness off the ground. ‘It always 
seems that someone was there at 
the right time to help.” Therefore, 
Harlow feels it easy for him to share 
with and care for others.

Malcolm X, admired for his bare 
honesty, fiery personality and 
dramatic speeches, raised himself 
from the core of the ghetto and 
lashed out against the forces 
which perpetuated segregation, 
oppression and denial of Black 
worth. He did not believe in turning 
the other cheek -- standing in 
direct opposition to the nonviolent 
movement. He believed that itwas 
a crime for any race to accept 
brutality without exercising 
measures of self-defense.

Insulin may pay

Disease cause 


Alzheimer's disease and 
diabetes may not appear to have 
much in common, but new re- 
search suggests that insulin may 
play as important a role in 
Alzheimer's disease as it does in 
diabetes 

A recent study by Suzanne 
Craft, Ph.D., associate professor 
of psychology at Washington 
University in St, Louis, shows that 
infusing Insulin in Alzheimer's 
patients improves their memory 
abilities 

Craft who will present her find- 
ings al the International Neurop- 
sychological Society Meeting in 
February 1995, says that "insulin 
may be one key to improving 
memory function for those with 
Alzheimer's disease and may 
potentially arrest the disease." 

Former President Ronald 
Reagan just disclosed that he has 
been diagnosed with Alzheimer's 
disease, a progressive degenera- 
tion of the brain for which there is 
no known cure; Arecent New York 
Times Magazine story estimated 
that by the year 2050 as many as 
14 million people will suffer from 
Alzheimer’s, which primarily af- 
flicts the elderly but can hit people 
in their 40's or 50's. 

Improved Memory Function 
“In her study, Craft infused in- 
sulin in 22 patients with either very 
mild or” more advanced 
Alzheimer's disease, and found 
that in the majority of these 
patients memory function im- 
proved significantly, Three 
quarters of these patients were 
better able to recall two brief nar- 
fatives after receiving insulin than 
after receiving a placebo. 

Craft said that one of the 
primary areas of brain degenera- 
tion among Alzheimer's patients is 
in the hippocampus, which plays 
an important role in memory func- 
tion. She notes that there are 
dense concentrations of insulin 
receptors in certain regions of the 


pegs ey et 
nsulin and glucose are closely 
intertwined. The body and- brain 
need a certain amount of C) 
to function well and insulin regu- 
lates the-use of glucose to op- 
timum levels. In healthy people, 
for example, when glucose enters 
the system, the pancreas 
— insulin to promote the 
reakdown of glucose into energy 


by the body. But for people with 
insulin dependent diabetes, the 
body.is unable to produce enough 
insulin, so when glucose enters 
their system they cannot metabo- 
lize it. They must take insulin or 
modify their diets to compensate. 

Although it is known that for 
patients with Alzheimer’s, the 
brain’s use of glucose decreases 
over the course of the disease, the 
cause of this reduction has not 
been identified. Craft's findings 
suggest a link between the brain's 
ability to use insulin to regulate 
glucose and the progression of 
Alzheimer's disease. 

Craft, who has studied memory 
function for 10 years, discovered 
insulin's role in memory by first 
looking at glucose. 

“There had been growing 
evidence that a disruption. in 
glucose accompanies Alzheimer's 
disease and contributes to the 
severe ‘memory impairment so 
characteristic of the disease, so 
we set out to see how and if 
glucose regulation and memory 
function were linked,” said Craft. 

in an earlier study, published in 
the journal Behavioral Neuros- 
cience in December 1993, Craft 
found that among elderly subjects 
with mild Alzheimer's disease, 
glucose elevation facilitated short 
term memory. Glucose elevation 
did not improve the performance 
of patients with more advanced 
disease. 

Craft observed that those sub- 
jects showing greatest memory 
improvement also showed abnor- 
mally.dramatic increases in insulin 
response to the glucose infusion. 
Their bodies overreacted to the 
presence of glucose. Yet, among 
the subjects with more advanced 
Alzheimer’s, there ‘was a lower 
than normal level of insulin in their 
system responding to the glucose 
infusion. 

“This type of bi-modal pattern is 
similar to what you see in several 
other disorders of glucose la- 
tion,” said Craft. “It's beli that 
the system is producing a lot of 
insulin to compensate for some 
imbalance and in doing so it ac- 
tually overwhelms or burns out the 
insulin producing cells in the 
aginebe oy So you get an increase 

insulin up to a threshold and 
then a subsequent decline as the

"This pattern of high insulin and 
memory facilitation in the early 
stages of that disease and low 
insulin and failure to facilitate 
memory in the later stages made 
us suspect that insulin had some- 
thing to do with the progression of 
the disorder," 

'A Way of Getting at the 
Disease’ 

It was this observation that led 
Craft to he? current study, in which 
she demonstrated that glucose 
levels are only part of the problem 
and that cognitive function is even 
more directly affected by insulin 
levels, 

After finding that insulin levels 
strongly influenced memory func- 
tion, Craft returned to the data of 
her earlier study that had tested 
the effect of glucose on memory. 
She looked to see if changes in 
insulin correlated with changes in 
memory performance, which they 
did. 

“We found that among those 
whose disease remained stable at 
the mild phase, memory was 
again significantly improved with 
an infusion of glucose. However, 
patients whose dementia had 
progressed to a more severe form 
no longer could improve their 
memory by taking glucose.“ 

in reviewing the data, Craft 
found that the subjects whose ini- 
tial evaluation was mild démentia, 
but whose dementia had 
progressed by a Second evalua- 
tion, had the highest insulin levels 
of all at the first testing and 
showed the biggest.decrease in 
insulin form the first testing to the 
second. 

“We found significant and high

Rebuffed Blacks 
meet with heads 
of publications

Former Secretary of Agriculture Michael 
Espy, federally indicted boxing promoter 
Don King and Nigeria's ambassador to the 
United States all spoke to a meeting of 
publishers of America’s Black owned 
newspapers each claiming that the nation’s 
white owned media has treated them in an 
unfair manner. Members of the Black press 
itself also complained about "slighted" treat- 
ment from mainstream media in regards to 
its permanent seat at the O.J. Simpson trial 
And, the Black press of America released 
its “Your True Voice Poll" at their Mid-Winter 
Conference in Tampa, which showed thata 
significant number of Black readers rate it 
as being “the most creditable source of 
information about Black Americans.” 

Secretary Espy, told the African 
American publishers that “It was not an 
issue of my accepting tickets to a football 
game, The real reason | was forced out (of 
the job as Secretary of Agriculture) was 
because | was making structural changes 
in that agency and, for the first time, putting 
Blacks In high-lével and policy-making posi- 
tions that will change Agriculture forever." 
Espy told publishers that the majority media 
has not presented the public true facts 
about the budget reductions and efficiency 
he introduced at Agriculture, focusing only 
on his acceptance of tickets and a plane 
ride from Tyson's Foods to attend a football 
game. He asked that Black newspaper 
owners use their medium to get the truth of 
his tenure as Secretary of Agriculture out to 
America's citizens 

Flamboyant boxing promoter Don King 
is currently under indictment for fraud by 
federal authorities. He told the publishers’ 
group that he still believes in capitalism and 
"The American Dream," King also alleged 
that former heavyweight champion Mike 
Tyson is being jailed unfairly and that Black 
publishers, and their readers, should peti- 
tion government authorities for his media, 
particularly.a story on CBS's “60 Minutes" 
program on 410 scams (named after a sec- 
tion of the Nigerian Criminal Code) made 
the whole of the Nigerian government seem 
fraudulent, but the truth of the matter is that 
"Nigeria has never condoned the activities 
of these swindlers." He said that most 
people who respond to the type of scams 
and swindles illustrated on the CBS pro- 
gram were also fraudulent, attracted by the 
prospects of receiving millions of dollars for 
nothing. He stated that the Reverend who 
appeared on “60 Minutes" could not resist 
the temptation of obtaining $16 million fora 
contract which was never awarded to his 
mission. Ambassador Kazaure also told the 
heads of the Black Press that he wanted to 
use their newspapers‘ to get his 
government's message out in an “un- 
biased" way. 

in a controversy concerning Black and 
white media covering the O.J. Simpson trial, 
the Los Angeles Sentinel, the newspaper 
appointed to cover the trial for the Black 
Press of America, has been denied its ex- 
clusive seat in the courtroom, now having 
to share with the Scapps-Howard News 
Service and Pasadena Star News. In the 
early part of the Simpson case, and in the 
Rodney King trial, the Black Press had been 
accorded full court privileges to assure that 
African Americans had a media repre- 
sentative who could give a Black perspec- 
tive to the role of the trial's participants and 
accurately record. the proceedings from 
his/her cultural and ethnic point of view. Ken 
Thomas, publisher of the Los Angeles 
Sentinel, told publishers at the Conference 
that Simpson trial Judge Lance Ito had 
“Been catching hell from non-Black news 
organizations," who demanded access to 
more of the limited seats in the court, citing 
that they better covered the audiences that 
the Black Press claims as their readers. 

The National Newspaper Publishers 
Association's Department of Communica- 
tions released the results of a national "Your 
True Voice Poll’ which showed that its 
newspapers are a principal source of infor- 
mation to blacks and that mainstream 
media |s grossly out of touch with the at- 
titudes and opinions of Black Americans. 
Contrary to the general media's depiction of 
him, Nation of Islam Minister Louis Farrak- 
han topped the poll with people who 
responded to the question of who they con- 
sidered “Most effective African American 
leader.” Another former Black Muslim, Yah- 
weh Ben Yahweh, who now heads the Na- 
tion of Yahweh Black Hebrews, gained 
more votes in the poll than Jesse Jackson,

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How to handle retirement” 
lump-sum distribution plan

A law enacted in January of 1993 af- 
fected how to best handle the lump sum 
distribution you receive from your retire- 
ment plan when you retire or leave your 
present job. 

Essentially, the legislation mandates 
thal 20 percent of your payout will be 
withheld for federal income taxes if you 
take physical possession of your retire- 
ment-fund money, However, you. can 
avoid this penalty if you ask your 
employer to directly transfer the money 
from your 401 (k) or other employer-spon- 
sored retirement plan into another 
qualified plan, or to an Individual Retire- . 
ment Account (IRA) 

Prior to January 1993, you could take 
possession of a jlump-sum check when 
you left a job, and could avoid any tax or 
withholding if you rolled over the money 
within 60 days into an IRA or a retirement 
plan at a new job. And, if you were under- 
age 59 1/2, you would owe an additional 
10-percent as an early-withdrawal penal- 
ty, 

Under the new law, you can do one of 
three things with a lump-sum distribution 


1. Leave the funds in your current 
employer's retirement plan until a future 
date, (If your account balance is less than 
$3,500 the date may not hold the funds, 
and you will have to take the distribution.) 

2. Have the sum transferred directly to 
an IRA rollover account 

3. Ask for a check in the amount of the 
lump-sum distribution. 

If you chose to leave the retirement 
money in a current retirement plan, most 
plans will not allow you to gain access to 
the funds until you reach the normal 
retirement age under that plan. 

The second option -- having the funds 
transferred directly into an IRA rollover or 
other qualified retirement plan -- is rela- 
tively new. The tax report remains the 
same as under the previous law; that is, 
even though the distribution will be trans- 
ferred directly, it will be reported to the 
IRS as a distribution. However, the trus 
tee for the receiving [RA rollover account 
will report to the IRS that a rollover has 
been received. A direct rollover 
eliminates the mandatory requirement 
that 20 percent be withheld from tump- 
sum distributions 

If you choose to receive the distribu- 
tion in cash, your employer is required to 
withhold 20 percent. Therefore, if you are 


due $100,000 in a lump sum, you will 
receive a check. for $80,000. Now you 
face three additional options for your 
$80,000 distribution: 

1, Pay the tax due now on the distribu- 
tion. If you turned 50 years of age before 
Jan. 1, 1986, you may be eligible for 
favorable tax treatment, such as five- or 
10-year averaging; otherwise you may 
be taxed at your ordinary income tax rate. 
You may also face an additional 10 per- 
cent early withdrawal penalty if you are 
younger than age 59 1/2. 

2. Roll the distribution into an eligible 
receiving plan like an IRA rollover ac- 
count. In this case, since 100 percent of 
the distribution will be reported as tax- 
able, the full amount must be rolled over 
within 60 days to avoid tax’6n the distribu- 
tion, So, for example, if the payout is 
$100,000; you will have to replace the 20 
percant will most likely be refunded when 
your tax return is filed for the year. 

3, Roll over part of yeur lump-sum 
distribution, In this case, you will be sub- 
ject to ordinary income tax (plus a penal- 
ty, if applicable) on the amount that was 
not rolled over 

Clearly, decisions regarding the dis- 
position of lump-sum distributions will 
have to be made sooner than ever

Or. better yet, 
wouldn't a winter vacation each 
year during the winter snow storms 
be a pleasant break? OK!-Stop 
dreaming, Its tme for a reality 
check, Listed below are some steps 
to take when you look outside, 
shiver and exclaim, “Baby, it's cold 
outside 


1, Layer clothing absorbent 
material such as cotton close to 
body, wool or flannel next to some 
thing water repellant as outerwear 


2 Shoes should have soles that 
do not slip easily. 


3. Wearing a hat*keeps 90 per- 
cent of body heat where it belongs 


4 Gloves keep the hands and 
fingers warm 


5. Do not drink alcohol because 
it numbs the sense of cold 


6. Stay indoors and go out anly 
if it is absolutely necessary 


7. Keep nose and mouth 
covered as much as possible (Jack 
Frost loves to nip at your nose) 


8. Know the warning signs of 
hypothermia (low body tempera- 
ture), They include uncontrollable 
shivering, memory-loss, disorienta- 
tion (where am |7), slurred speech 
drowsiness and exhaustion.

9, How can you Know for sure 
that a person is experiencing 
hypothermia? Take their tempera 
ture.

Unequal justice: the abuse of 
women and children by courts

A history-making lawsuit was 


filad this week in the federal district ~ 


court in Cleveland, Ohio. in which 
nine women and four children al 
lege that they been subjected to 
decades-long policies, patterns, 
and practices of abuse, harass- 
ment, and invidious discrimination 
by the 42 named judges, referees, 
attorneys. and other court officials 
in violation of their constitutional 
rights to due process and equal 
* protection, in that they were and 
continue to be denied the benefit of 
laws favoring them. The case is the 
first of its kind in American 
jurisprudence, although some 30 
states have issued gender bias 
studies whictr have conclusively 
proved the existence of pervasive 
bias and prejudice against women 
litigants and their children, denva- 


tively, in domestic relations cases, 
None of the studies have provided 
remedies, however, against the dis- 
parate treatment or proposed legis- 
lation to eradicate it 

In a factually detailed, 115-page 
complaint, the plaintiffs have cited 
hundreds of laws the judges at trial, 
intermediate appellate, and Ohio 
Supreme Court levels refused to 
apply in their cases, to favor the 
ex-spouses/fathers in their orders 
and judgements, although the 
plaintits had the right to enjoy the 
benefit of those, laws, In effect, the 
entire judicial/legal system of Ohio 
is under siege, including its seven 
Supreme Court justices 

Bar grievance committees and 
Ohio Disciplinary Counsel dismiss 
the victimized women's complaints 
as lacking “credibility,” without 
verifying their allegations in court 
records. They thereby aggravate 


the hostility women encounter and 
engender more intensified judicial 
retaliation. The women and children 
have no other recourse available to 
them but a civil rights lawsuit in 
federal court; having exhausted 
their state remedies, to no avail 

The lenathy complaint charges 
that defendant judges and referees 
conspired and acted in concert with 
named attorneys to deprive plain- 
tiffs of beneficial laws, in return for 
substantial “campaign contribu- 
tions," Judges are elected in Ohio 
The result is justice far sale 

Plaintiffs urge other women to 
come forth if they have similar 
problems with judicial legal abuse
